Born in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
January 10, 1862, he was one of 
the 12 apostles of the Mormon 
church at the time of his election 
to the senate in 1903. 

During his 30-year tenure in the 


senate, which ended in 1933, the 


Republican. senator became chair- 


man of the senate finance com- 
mittee and the ranking member of 
the appropriations committee. 


In 1929 he joined in preparing 


the Smoot-Hawley bill and pilot- 


ed it through the senate singie- 
handedly until it became law in 
1930. 

He was defeated in his cam- 
paign for re-election in November, 
1932, by Elbert Duncan Thomas, 
a Democrat, in the Democratic 


landslide of that year. 


Smoot died at 1 p. m., Atlanta 
time, at the home of a stepson, 
Dr. Walter T. Sheets, where he 
was spending the winter. 

The former senator had been 
ill for some time, suffering from 
the effects of a fall on a_ golf 
course in Utah last autumn. 

The funeral party will leave 
here at noon (Atlanta time) to- 
morrow, for Salt Lake City, where 
services will be held.

The Snake Cultists 


Introduction in the Georgia house, by Rep- 
resentative Pittman, of Berrien county, of a 
bill to make it unlawful for anyone to handle 


a poisonous snake or reptile in such manner 


that the safety of any other is endangered, 
draws new attention to that little band of 
fanatics, the religious “snake cultists.” 

It is probable there is, in Georgia law, al- 
ready, ample authority to bring criminal action 
in cases where participants in these ungodly 
rites are injured. But enactment of this spe- 
cific law will certainly help in stopping the 
practice and, for this reason, its passage is 
desirable. 

What many people do not realize is that 
this handling of snakes involves a trick, a 
deception. 

A rattle snake’s bite is, more frequently 
than not, nonfatal. A snake which has recent- 
ly bitten, does not have sufficient venom to 
kill. It requires time for the snake to create a 
fresh supply of venom in its poison sacs. Thus, 
when the minister who would awe his credulous 
flock allows a snake in his hand to bite at 
some object, once or twice, before permitting 
it to sink its fangs in his own flesh, he is ac- 
tually safeguarding his own life. The worst he 
may then expect is a painfully swollen arm for 
a few days. Also, though in his ignorance he 
probably does not know this, the effect of the 
venom on his blood will probably remain for 
life and reduce his lifetime by a number of 
years. 

The only real cure for such primitive fanati- 
cism as that of the snake cultists is education. 
For such fantasies arise out of ignorance and 
can appeal only to people of such rudimentary 
reasoning powers that they must depend upon 
their emotional glands instead of their intel- 
lects for guidance.

To Be Expected 

Three Army planes were involved in acci- 
dents in one day this week. One had been 
found crashed against a mountain peak. Seven 
men had been killed. The wing of another 
failed as the pilot pulled the plane out of a 
dive. He died. A four-motored bomber 
ground-looped and was destroyed by fire. Crew 
and passengers escaped. 

Each accident is to be regretted, but they 
must be accepted as a natural result of the 
extension of aviation activities of defense 
forces. As the program expands, more and 
more men will lose their lives in carrying out 
both regular and special assignments in which 
there is a great element of risk. Each crash 
should add to the knowledge of airplane and 
human failure and thereby reduce greatly the 
total of accidents per mile or hours flown. 

~ It is obvious the crash of the bomber on 
the mountain peak could probably have been 
prevented if it had been equipped with new 
devices that tell the pilot of danger ahead 
and below. Yet it is also quite possible the 
addition of this equipment would add too 


much weight for the military operation of 


the plane. One of the chief complaints made 
against American planes in Europe has been 
that they were designed too much for com- 
fort and safety of the pilot in the way of in- 
struments and seating. The distinction be- 
tween devices of military value and purely 
civilian value will be a nice one. 

Accidents must be expected,’and they will 
receive greater public attention because of 
preoccupation with the defense program. The 
measurement of their number, however, must 
be based upon their relation to miles flown 
and hours in the air. If these are too high, 
some attention to the cause will be imperative. 
If they are not beyond reason, then they must 
be accepted, for the men who pilot them are 
soldiers and they die as soldiers in line of duty. 
Theirs is a dangerous calling.

| THE CAPITAL PARADE

CORCORAN, HOPKINS AND BULLITT WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 9.—The human 


kaleidoscope at the White House seems to have been given another 
shake, from which a new pattern of men around the President 
should soon result. For one thing, after months of declaring firmly 
that nothing would induce him to remain in Washington, Thomas 
G. Corcoran now seems likely to stay on in the government after all. 

Corcoran is keeping his own counsel to the point of avoiding his 
closest friends in the government, and the circumstances of his 
change of mind are far from clear. It is not known precisely what 
his position will be. A directorship in the RFC, a commissionership 
at the SEC, and jobs in both the Army and Navy departments and 
as executive assistant to the President have all been mentioned for 
him. As for his reasons for abandoning his previous determination, 
One can hazard an informed guess. 

In the first place, Corcoran’s partner, Benjamin V. Cohen, with 
whom he planned to establish a law office in New York, has always 
been exceedingly reluctant to leave the administration. Cohen 1s 
now probably going to London with Ambassador John G. Winant, 
and therefore if Corcoran wishes to practice law, he must practice 
alone. Then too Corcoran’s progressive exclusion from the White 
House had much to do with his decision to retire. But his bad 
relations with Harry L. Hopkins, which seem to have been largely 
responsible for his White House troubles, suddenly improved before 
Hopkins’ departure for London. The two men are known to have 
lunched with the President together at least once, and all the forms 
of friendliness have been re-established. 

Finally, the President himself has recently seen much more of 
Corcoran than in the period when Corcoran was so firm about 
shaking the dust of Washington from his feet. This alone might 
well have influenced Corcoran. There is also evidence for the 
assumption that the President made it very hard for him to go, by 
telling him he could not do so at such a time. Whether or not 
Corcoran receives the kind of conspicuous official post he originally 
felt he ought to have, it is plain that in view of the changed attitudes 
of the President and Hopkins, he expects to carry on with the same 
unofficial but important work as in the past. 


PURPOSE OF A MISSION The shake of the _ kaleidoscope 


which has restored Corcoran to a 
place in the White House pattern has also increased the prominence 
of Harry L. Hopkins. The object of his mysterious mission to Lon- 
don has at least been made clear, by a rather saccharine feature 
story in one of the London newspapers. The British feature-writer 
described at great length how Hopkins, acting as the President’s 
intermediary, had formed a close personal relationship between the 
President and Winston Churchill, and how, after spending weeks 
on end in the closest association with the British leader, Hopkins 
would take back to the White House a really intimate picture of 
Churchill’s mind and methods. 

Every posted person knew when Hopkins went to London that 
he was going because the President felt he could see through Hop- 
kins’ eyes as he would through his own. The question was, just 
where Hopkins’ eyes were to be directed. The notion that he was 
to work ott the much-needed Roosevelt-Churchill liaison occurred 
to no one, since this was expected to be done by the new American 
ambassador. Now, however, the President has chosen an ambassa- 
dor who, whatever his other virtues, can scarcely provide the needed 
direct and easy contact between the President and Churchill. At 
the same time, it suddenly appears that the President has been 
making close friends with Churchill through a deputy. Thus it is 
easy to put two and two together and arrive at the obvious con- 
clusion, that this was Hopkins’ job from the start. 

7 It is equally easy to imagine how greatly this will add to Hop- 
kins’ influence on his return. Previously he was only the Presi- 
dent’s private friend, and he had neither the information nor the 
contacts to speak with continuing authority on matters of foreign 
and defense policy. Now, by virtue of his prolonged intimacy with 
the war leaders across the Atlantic, he has an authority which no 
one else shares with him. 


DOER OF ODD JOBS The last of the trio personally close to 

the President is William C. Bullitt. 
Thus far, although the President offered him the London embassy, 
no post in Washington has been found for him. When he got back 
from France, he declared that he would not remain as a member of 
the President’s official family unless he had a real job to do. He 
seems likely to stick to this condition. 

But Bullitt is also emerging in a new role, as a doer of odd jobs 
that need to be done, and do not require official standing of the 
doer. Many of these he undertakes at the President’s request. 
Others he attempts on his own initiative. For example, the British 
cash shortage knocked the spots out of the production program 
intended to equip part of the British army with American materiel. 
Although agreed on in the fall, the placing of contracts for the pro- 
gram was slowed down cruelly by Lord Lothian’s announcement of 
his treasury’s lack of dollar exchange, and it came to a complete 
stop by Presidential executive order in December. 

The program was for materie] equally useful to our own Army, 
and certain to be needed by us later on. The British had some 
$600,000,000 tied up in advances on existing contracts, again largely 
for goods useful to us, on which they were getting no deliveries. 
Nothing seemed to prevent lending against these British contracts, 
to make cash immediately available to go on with the army equip- 
ment program. Yet nothing was done until Arthur Purvis’ return 
from London, when the chief of the British Purchasing Mission 
applied for the refinancing at the RFC. He was turned down. 
Then Bullitt called together key men in the War, Navy and other 
departments at a small dinner, put the situation before them, and 
asked their help. They presented the problem to Secretary of Com- 
merce Jesse H. Jones in a new light, as one it was in our own 
interest to solve. And more than $200,000,000 was provided in two 
days. It is hard to imagine a more helpful odd job than that.

MUSIC ON SUNDAY—OR ANY TIME I take music best 


lying on a couch 
with a pillow beneath my head, or bean. If there is a wood fire 
burning that makes it all the better. Indeed, that is the very best 
combination for a comfortable Sunday afternoon. A couch, a pillow, 
a wood fire and music. 

At that time of day any visitors who feel they cannot be quiet 
ought to stay at home. Those who go about suggesting bridge or a 
discussion of the war at a time when the Sunday afternoon musical 
programs may be heard, ought to be placed in the back bedroom— 
the one that never gets enough heat—and sentenced to remain there 
until nightfall comes on. 

There is a program at 3 o’clock and another and better one at 
3:30 o’clock. I can give a recipe for a perfect Sunday afternoon. 
It involves a dinner at least satisfactory. One that people may be 
invited to is preferred. It was Samuel Johnson, the scourge of 
Fleet street, who set that difference. He was very much the critic 
of food. Johnson, invited to dinner, was asked by the host what he 
thought of the dinner. He replied that it was a satisfactory dinner 
but not one to invite people to. The Sunday dinner, therefore, 
should be satisfactory. Then there is time for a bit of relaxation, 
a feeble effort at conversation, and then it is time for the two pro- 
grams. One listens, relaxed, the pillow soft beneath one’s head and 
the wood fire giving off a red glow and a smell of wood smoke. 
By the time the second program is finished one has just time to 
remark that it indeed was delightful and to go off into a nap which 
should not be disturbed until about 5:30. 

I give this as a perfect routine for Sunday afternoon. A little 
reading may be employed to fill in the space between awaking from 
the nap. Since I have started on this subject I will even go ahead 
and advise the books. Vereen Bell’s “Swamp Water” will serve for 
adventure in south Georgia. And Taylor Caldwell’s “The Earth Is 
the Lord’s” will serve well. It is the best story of Genghis Kahn 
and his time when the “Scourge of the World” ruled a large sector 
of the world. 

This, of course, is a routine for those who are at least 35 years 
of age. One who is between 19 and 25 would be foolish to follow it. 


MUSIC IN ATLANTA I doubt if in all Georgia, or all the south

Hugh Hodgson is to music what Johnny Appleseed was to the 
northwest and its orchards. Johnny Appleseed went trudging along 
giving away apple seeds and planting them when he could find no 
one to give them to. 

Hugh Hodgson has been conducting musical programs at Agnes 
Scott every Friday evening across a long period of time. The public 
is invited to them. ; 

This is just a part of his plan. He may be found almost every 
night somewhere in Georgia playing the piano or organizing string 
trios or glee clubs or church choirs. He burns with a passion to 
make music available for everyone. And he thinks, mistakenly or 
not, that the people everywhere will like good music if they can 
hear it. 

And so, he works harder than any artist I know. And he toils 
with a patient enthusiasm which never lags. He always is working. 

He is gaining ground and it will not be many years before Geor- 
gia is going to find itself producing musicians and musical organizae. 
tions. Communities will find themselves possessed of musicians 
which give them pleasure and prestige. 

All because this Johnny Appleseed of the music world keeps 
going about giving away the seeds or planting them if he can’t find 
anyone to take them. 


ANOTHER GREAT GEORGIAN There is another great Geor-

really appreciated. That is Roland Hayes, the great Negro tenor,

The public schools of England, originally intended for the 
underprivileged, have been for generations the exclusive schools of 
the well-born. Only the best are admitted, and only the best of 
these survive. Boys can’t bluff or cheat their way through. 

This system, whatever its faults, developed the ablest and best- 
trained men in England—which means the best in the world. 
Because they are most fit, and because old grads help young grads 
to find a place, public school men control the government, the 
army, the navy and the church. 

But now there is something new under the sun, and England is 
becoming a socialist democracy. 

Recently a lieutenant colonel broke into print with the assertion 
that only public school men were qualified to lead and control 
men in the armed forces. His superiors promptly punished him 
and he was dimissed from his post. 

Thousands of smart boys who are sons of commoners are being 
trained as officers. It is the beginning of the end for aristocracy 
and its privileges. 

Why were the commoners given a chance? Was there a short- 
age of men? Had the commoners developed new ability? Was it 
the influence of Russia’s Communism? 

The explanation is much simpler. The aristocrats failed. Still 
the bravest, coolest and best-trained of men, they became arrogant, 
complacent and stupid and led Britain to the brink of utter ruin. 

A century ago, Boston was dominated by Yankees—a superior 
breed, keenly intelligent, shrewd, industrious and highly skilled. 

The inpouring Irish were untrained peasants, tolerated but 
scorned. When employers advertised for helpers, their ads often 
ended with the words, “no Irish.” 
ca the Irish control the city. And again the explanation is 
simple. 

The Yankees failed. They failed to stick together and they 
failed to have large families, while the Irish were both clannish 
and prolific. 

In the share-cropper belt, the Negroes are straining every re- 
source to educate their children, while the illiterate whites are 
content to raise theirs in ignorance. There is only one ending 
to that system. 

If you wish to know the kind of America your children and 
grandchildren will inherit, observe which kind of people is now 
doing its utmost and which has quit trying. 

You and your kind inherited America. If some other crowd is 
now taking over, it is simply and solely because you are failing.

NEW YORK CITY, Friday.—Thursday morning it looked as 
though we would have a pleasant day, but before long the gray 
clouds gathered and I began to wonder if snow was going to impede 

our progress. However, the day remained more 
or less fair and quite warm. We left Amherst, 
Mass., at 10:30 to drive to Mt. Holyoke and 
Smith Colleges.
